ONDON, Nov.

Arrival is Mpwapwa. More than one telegram 
has been received by the committee. In the 
first it was stated that Emin had died. 
Further information was to the effect 
that the Pasha had  arrived.’’. It 
then developed that the first report 
Was caused by a telegraphic blunder, the 
word ‘‘ungekommen,’* ‘‘dead,’’ being sent 
for ‘‘angekommen,’’ ‘‘arrived.’’ The news 
of the death of Emin Pasha was received with 
profound regret in Berlin, and the fact that 
the report was circulated that the Emperor 
had received a confirmatory dispatch added 
to the regret. The explanation of the blunder 
and itscause was hailed with delight. 


The News Confirmed. 


LONDON, Nov. 21.—Mr. MacKinnon, head of 
the Emin Pasha Relief Committee, has re- 
ceived a cable dispatch from Henry M. Stan- 
ley, announcing his arrival at Mpwapwa and 


stating that he expects to reach Zanzibar in 
four or fivedays. Mr. Stanley’s dispatch also 
states that he has made the important dis- 
covery that there is an extension of Lake 
Nyanza. 


Particulars ofthe Home Journey. 


BERLIN, Nov. 21.—The following report from 
Mpwapwa, signed by Capt. Wiseman, and 
dated October 13, was made public here, It 


was sent to Prince Bismarck and contains 
very full particulars of the later stages of the 
home journey of Stanley and Emin. 

In continuation — my report of the 230 of 
September, I beg to state that Knigo, the 
chief of the Simbabwene, and Mrogro, has de- 
served the confidence piaced in him. With 
his co-operation Isucceeded, as I have already 
informed you, through Freiherr von Grav- 
enreuth, in defeating the united rebels 
and dispersing them. Knigo has proved him- 
selfto be an open enemy to Bushiri. I bave 

iven him the necessary instructions for the 

ortification of his large village, and have lent 
bim one of the captured muzzle-loader guns. 
I then proceeded after assuring myself of the 


- safetyof the missionariesthrough Knigo’s terri 


tory further up the t road to Mukondokwa, 
which Il reached on the 5th. Bushbiri had staid 
for some time at Mukondokwa with some 
prominent Arabs who ved there before at- 
tacking the station at Mpwapwa. These Arabs 
fled south. Iheard of their retreat and in- 
tended seizingthem, but was persuaded by 
French missionaries who had just returned to 
Farrhane, close to Mukonodokwa to abstain 
from doing so, as they assured me that these 
Arabs had only been forced by circumstances: 
to receive Bushiri during their absence. 

„They had even saved the mission from 
being pluadered. This being so, the wmis- 
sionaries considered themselves safe, whilst 
IT bad attacked the Arabs I should either 
have to leave the troops in Mukondok wa or 
to give up the station.

Stanley’s Expedition After Emin. 


Emin Bey is an explorer who has been in 
Africa for more than a dozen years. He went 
there originaliy through Egypt, and some 
time after hie arrival he was reported at the 
head of a force who was opposing the Mahdi. 


Emin Bey Was lostto the world in the heart 
of Africa 111886. In that year Dr. Junker, a 
German explorer,

After awhile this 
cheerful piece of news had run ite course and 
met with discredit, and the expedition was 
next reported safe and well. 


STANLEY 

was merely waiting for Maj. Barttelot to over- 
take him, before proceeding to Wadelal. Thus 
the winter and spring of 1887-88 wore away, 
with rumors and reports cropping up at 
odd times, ana on June 19 came word 
from Zanzibar that Stenley was dead, and 
the families of his men had gone into mourn- 
ing. As if in confirmation of this came two 
day’s later dispatches from Sierra Leone 
telling of severe fighting, of Stanley himself 
stricken to death with an arrow and 
of the expedition hopelessly hemmed 
around by hostile tribes. Shortly 
after this came rumors of the mysterious 
White Pasha who was advancing through 
the Babr-el Ghazel country at the head 
of a large force to attack the Mahdi. 
For several weeks this White Pasha and 
Stanley were beileved to be one. Expedi- 
tions were then reported to have been 
sent against him bythe Mahdi, and several 
fierce battles were fought. Nothing was cer- 
tain about all this, however, and on 
December 3 the expedition bad sud- 
denly slipped over to the westward 
more than a thousand miles, where it was 
living in clover and gallantly unfurling the 
British fag among the friendly natives of the 
Oll- river country Lake Tchad. 

People began to feelsomewhat reassured 
and to breath easier, when two weeks later 
came 

THE STARTLING INTELLIGENCE 

that both Stanley and Emin bad been eap- 
tured by Osman Digna’s forces, and were 
to have their throats cut unless the Anglo- 
Egyptian troops evacuated Suakim forth- 
with. Tv prove the truth of his assertions 
the Mahdist General produced a letter from 
the Khedive of Egypt to Emin Pasha, of which 
Stanley was understood to have 
been the bearer. The friends of 
Stanley and Emin were staggered, for the 
letter seemed to remove all doubt of their 
capture or destruction. There was no reason 
to believe that they were notin chains, as 
Osman Digna said; Suakim 

iven up. and Stanlev 

as ha saved. The German expedition 
for the reiief of the latter ceased its prepara- 
tions, and the question of whether Stanley 
was, Jike Gordon, to be left to his fate, was 
warmly asked in the House of Commons. 

Osman Digna’s letter announcing the capt- 
ure of Emin Pasha and Stanley was the trans- 
cription of areport sent by Omar Salih, one of 
the Mahdi’schiefs. This report is dated 10th, 
Safar, 1306, and reads as follows: 

iin the name of the Great God, ete. This is 
from the least among God’s servants to 
his master and chief, Kahaifa. ete. 
We proceeded with the steamers 
and army. Reached the town Lado, 
where Emin, Mudir of Equator, is stay- 
ing. We reached this place 6th Safar, 1306. 
We must thank officers and mén who made this 
conquest easy to us before our arrival. They 
caught Emin and a traveler staying with him, 
and put both in chains. The officers and men 
refused to go to Egypt with the Turks. Tewfik 
sent Emin one of the travelers, whose name is 
Mr. Stanley. Thie Mr. Stanley brought with 
him a letter from Tewfik to Emin, dated 8th 
Jemal Aowal, 1304, No. 81, telling Emin to 
come with Stanley and gave the rest of the 
force the option to go to Cairo or remain. The 
force refused the Turkish orders and gladly 
received us. found a great 
deal of feathers and ivory. I 
am sending with this on board the Bor- 
dain the officers and chiefclerk. Iam aiso 
sending the letter which came to Emin from

Soon after 7 5. m. Emin Pasha and Sig. 
Casata and Mr. Jephson arrived at our camp, 
where they were heartily welcomed by us 
Next day we moved toa better camping place. 
about three miles above Nyamsassie, and this 
spot Emin Pasha also made his camp. We 
were together until May 25. On that day 1 
left him, leaving Mr. Jephson, three Soudan- 
ese and two Zanzibarisin his care. In return 
be caused to accompany me three of his ir- 
reguiars and 102 madis as porters. Fourteen 
days later I was at Fort Bodo, where were 
Ca Nelson and Lieut. Stairs. The latter 
ha returned from Ugarrowwas twenty-two 
days after I had set Out for the lake, bringing 
with him, alas, only sixteen men out of fifty- 
six. All the rest were dead. My twenty 
couriers whom I had sent with letters to Maj. 
Barttelot had — left Ungarrowwas for 
Yambuga. On March 16 Fort Bodo was flour- 
ishing, nearly ten acres under cultivation. 

One crop of Indian corn had been harvested 
and was in the granaries. They had just com- 
menccd planting again. On June 161 left Fort 
Bodo Gwith 111 Zanzibaris and 101 of Emin 
Pasha s people. Lieut. Stairs had been ap- 
pointed commandant of the fort. Nelson was 
second In commandand Surgeon Parke med- 
ical officer. The garrison consisted of fifty- 
nine refies. I had thus ym ght hon myself of all 
my officers in order that i should not be in- 
cumopered with baggage and provisions and 
medicines which would have to be taken if 
accompanied by Europeans, and every carrier 
was necessary for the vast stores which had 
been left with Maj. Barttelot. On June 24we 
reached Kilongalongas, and on July 19 Ugar- 
row was. 

After a long description of the country 
where Emin was found, Stanley says: before 
closing this letter let me touch more fully on 
the subject that brought me to this land, 
Emin Pasha,’’ and the letter closes as follows: 

„The Pasha bas two battalions of regulars 
under him. The frst, Te 2 750 ieee. 
occupies Duffle, Honyn, Labore, Kiari, 
Bedden and Rejfu. The second rey 
consisting of 640 men, guards the stations of 
Wadelal, Fatiko, Mahagi and Oswa, a line of 
communication along the Nyanza and the Nile, 
about 180 geographical miles in length. In the 
interior, west of the Nile, he retains three or 
four small stations, fourteen in all. Besides 
these two battalions he bas a respectable force 
of irregulare, sailors, artisans, cierks and 
servants. 

‘*Altogether,’’ he said, it Icensentto go 
away from here, we shall have about 8,000 peo- 
— With us. Were I in your place 1 would not 

esitate one Moment, or be a second in doubt, 
what todo. What you say is true, but we have 
a large number of women and cbiidren (prob- 
ably 10,000 people altogether). How can all 
be gotten out of here? We shall want many 
carriers. 

„Carriers for what?“ I asked. 

For the women and children. You surely 
would not leave them, and they. cannot 
travel. 

„The women must walk. It will do them 
more good than harm. As for the little chil- 
dren, load them on donkeys. I hear you have 
200 of them. Your people will not travel very 
far the first month. Littie 7 little they will 
get accustomed to it. Our Zanzibar women 
crossed Africa on my second expedition. Why 
cannot your black women do the same? Have 
no fear of them. They will do better than the 
men. 

‘*They would require avast amount of pro- 
visions for the road.’ 

True; but you have thousands of cattle, 
which will furnish beef. The countries 
through which we pass must furnish grain and 
vegetable food. Well, well, we will defer 
further talk till to-morrow.’’ 

CONFERENCE BETWEEN STANLEY AND EMIN. 

On May 1, 1888, we halted in camp at Nsabe. 
The Pasha came ashore from the steamer 
Kbedive about 1 p. m., and in a short time we 
commenced our conversation again. Many of 
tne arguments above were repeated. He said: 

‘*Whbat you told me yesterday has led me to 
think it best that we should retire from here. 
The Egyptians are willing to leave. There are 
of those about 100 men, besides their women 
and children. Uf these there is no doubt, * 
even if I stayed I should be glad to be rid of 
them, because they undermine my authority 
and nullify all my endeavors for retreat. 
When 1 informed them that,Khartoum had 
fallen and Gordon Pasha was slain they al- 
ways told the Nubians it was a concocted 
story, and thatsome day we should see the 
steamers ascend the river for their relief. 
But of the regulars who compose the First and 
Second Battalions, Iam extremely doubtful. 
They have ted such a happy life here that they 
would demur at leaving a country where they 
have enjoyed luxuries they cannot command 
in Egypt. The soldiers are married, and sev- 
eral have harems. Many of the ‘trregulars 
would also retire and follow me now. Sup- 
— the regulars refuse to leave. You can 

magine my situation would be a difficult one. 
Would I be right 
their fate? Would 


in leaving them to

them to their ruin? I should have to leave 
them their arms and ammunition, and on 
returning all discipline would be at an end; 
disputes would arise and factions would be 
formed; the more ambitious would aspire to 
be chief by force, and from these rivalries 
would spring hate and slaughter until none 
were left.

Thus day after day T recorded faithfully the 
interviews I had with Emin Pasha, but these 
extracts reveal as much as is necessary for 
you to understand the position. I left Mr. 
Jephson thirteen of my Soudanese and sent a 
message to be read to the troops as the Pasha 
requested. Everything else is left Until 1 re- 
turn with the united expedition to the Nyanza 
within two months. The Pasha proposed to 
visit Fort Bodo, taking Mr. Jephson with him. 
At Fort Bodo thave left instructions to the 
officers to destroy the fort and accompany 
the Pasha to Nyanza. I hope to meet them 
all agaln on the Nyanza, as I intend making 
a short cut to the Nyanza along a new road.

Evidence for the Defense Oonflicts With the 
Liveryman’s Testimony—A Witness Who 
Claims to Have Seen the Doctor Start for 
the Cottage—Statement of a Medical Ex- 
pert—The Day’s Proceedings. 


CaicaGco, III., Nov. 21.—Patrick Dinan, 
j livery stable keeper and owner of the famous 
white horse, was the first witness in the 
Oronin case to-day. He testified that his horse 
was ina museum here and had been for three 
weeks. This, hesaid, was the same horse 
that be had let Coughblin’s friend have on the 
evening of the murder, 

Then Louis Budenbender of Hoboken, N. J., 
was called to the witness chair.’ He testified 
that he was a real estate agent, and that he 
had lived in Hoboken for twenty-nine years, 
with the exception of the period between 
August 9, 1888, and May 21, 1889, when he lived 
in Chicago. During that time he lived near 
the Windsor Theater, in a flat in which Dr. 


Cronin lived with the Conklins. On the 
evening of the murder the witness was in 
Jeckel’s cigar store, opposite Dr. Cronin’s 
residence. He was positive taat he was in the 
cigar store at 70’clock, and may have re- 
mained there until 8 or9 o’clock. After he 
had been therea few minutes he noticed the 
horse and buggy inthe front of Dr. Cronin’s 
office. It was an ordinary side-bar buggy,and 
hadthetopup. The witness then continued: 
THE START TO THE COTTAGE. 

„I saw Dr. Cronin and another man come 
from the house and start tothe buggy. The 
ariver started forthe horse whilethe doctor 
started towards the buggy. There * some 
man on the sidewalk near the house line, who 
called to Dr. Cronin and attracted his atten- 
tion, forthe doctor turned around, but still 
kept going at st 4 the bugey. Then 
the driver wen to the horses 
head and anhitehed ee horse, went to the 
buggy and got in and sat on the west side; 
then Dr. Oronin got in; he was talking to the 
man all the while, so it seemed to me, be- 
cause I could not hear anytbing he said from 
that distance; then they shifted their seats 
and this man got in front of the doctor, and 
then they sat down and went off.’’ 

The witness also testified that Dr. Cronin 
bad what appeared to be a small chest or box, 
which might have 8 his instruments 
or medicine. The witeess was standing in 
the door of this cigar store looking atthe 
horse for about fifteen minutes and saw it be- 
fore the men came down and all the incidents 
of their departure.

A BARK WRECKED AND SUNK ON THE MAS-

There are more than 100 lottery ofices running 
in St. Louis in open defiance of the law and nearly 
every day for two years an alleged newspaper has 
deen printing advertisements of lotteries in viola · 
tion Of the letter and spirit of the law. 

THE STATUTES 
which probibit lottery dealing and advertis- 
lüg are very explicit, and read as follows: 


Sec. 1866 of art. 8, of the Revised Statutes 
of Missouri, amended, reads as follows: 

„et any person shall make or establish, or 
aid, or assist in makingor establishing any 
lottery, gift enterprise, policy, or scheme of 
drawing in the nature of lottery as a business 
or avocation inthis State, or shall advertise 
or make public, or cause to be advertised or 
made public by means of any newspaper, 
pamphiet, circular, or other written or print- 
ed notice thereof, printed or circulated in this 
State, any such lottery, gift enterprise, policy 
or scheme or drawing, in the nature of 
a lottery, whether the same is being or is to 
be conducted, held or drawn within or with- 
out this State, he shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by imprisonment lu the penitentiary for 
not less than two nor more than five years, or 
by imprisonment in the County Jail or Work- 
house for not less than six months nor more 
than twelve months. 

The succeeding section, 1566, applies to all 
local lottery enterprises. It reads as follows: 

„ Any person who shall sell or expose to sale, 
or cause to be sold or exposed to sale, or shall 
keep orhbandle forthe purpose of sale, or 
soall advertise or cause to be advertised for 
sale, or who shail print or publish such 
advertisement, or shall aid or assist, 
or be in any wise concerned in the sale or ex- 
posure to sale of any lottery ticket or tickets, 
or any share or any part of any lottery ticket 
in any lottery or device in the nature ofa 
lottery, within the State or elsewhere, and 
any persons who shall advertise or cause to 
be advertised, the drawing of any sabeme in 
any lottery, or who shall 22 or publish such 
advertisement, and shail be convicted thereof

Bruner, Griffith and Watson have conducted 
their lottery business as usual and held their 
drawings every day. 

The alleged newspaper which has been 
printing lottery advertisements for two years 
has continued to printthen, and though one 
copy of a paper containing the advertisement 
is all the evidence that is wanted to make a 
case, it has required seven days of agitation In 
one instance and four in another to induce 
the police toapply for warrants for the of- 
fenders. 

And the prosecutions instituted against John 
Gilbert for these publications could not have 
been more 

FAVORABLE TO THE CRIMINALS 
if an eminent legal mind had devised the 
means for his escape from punishment. Out 
of three cases the two weaker ones were se- 
lected and the police neglected to or de- 
termined not to prosecute him for the most 
flagrant and open of the crimes. 

Then Mr. Dierkes arbitrarily decides that 
Gilbert is the man who is responsible for 
these pu biications, when as a matter of fact 
there is a doubt about his responsibility.

NOT ALL CROOKED, 


Coal Dealers Who Are Using the City Tick- 
ets—History of the Trouble. 


There is a great deal of feeling just now 
among coal dealers classed as the legitimate 
over the somewhat general opinion that all 
coal sold in the city is short weight. It is ad- 
mitted that there is a great deal of coal sold 
below cost, and that, as dealers must make a 
profit, it is probably short weight, but it 
is also strongly asserted that the buik 


of the coal is full weight. The matter is ex- 
piained in this way: Under Comptroller 
Adreon dealers paid 10 cents for city tickets. 
On a business of 200 loads a day this was a 
heavy tax, and after considerable negotiation 
a compromise was arrived at, the dealers 
agreeing to use city tickets, and the price be- 
ing reduced to 8 cents. This ticket, a green 
one, is still 
dealers in 
five bushels. 
old 10-cent one, and is used for hay, potatoes, 
etc., by weighers employed at private scales. 
After this compromise the competition o 
East 8t. Louis dealers, who hauled from the 
other side, without having to buy any tickets 
except as the printer furnished them by the 
thousand, became very sharp, and some of 
the regular city dealers — the city ticket 
and had ther own printed. These are used 
by many dealers for all loads, as well as for 
those ot under twenty-five bushels. Those 
— the city tickets have private sales and 
employ their own weighers. These employes, 
however, are under bond tothe city, and their 
appointments are confirmed by the Mayor.

JOHN WHALEN DIES FROM WOUNDS IN- 
FLICTED BY WM. GLEASON’S KNIFE. 


The Victim Dies at the City Hospital— 
Gleason Stabbed Him at Pale’s Saloon 
Last Monday—A Warrant for Murder to 
Be Sworn Out— History of the Case.

night, John Whalen 
died at the City Hos- 
pital. The warrant 
charging William Glea- 
son with assault to 
kill will now be with- 
drawn, and one for 

murder substituted. 

Gieason is now locked 

up in jail awaiting a 

preliminary examina- 

tion for the alleged 

assault. 

On last Monday night, Whalen and Gleason 
fought in the saloon kept by Frank J. Pale 
at 1320 North Broadway. The trouble took 
place shortly after 6o’clock. It appears that 
Whalen was seated behind the stovein Pale’s 
saloon when Gleason entered. After drinking 
a glass of beer at the bar, the lat 
ter started out. Then he saw 
Whalen, and turning he approached the 
young man who rose to bis feet as if contem- 
plating an assault. Without furtner ado 
Gleason drew a long dirk-knife from his 
sleeve and struck his opponent. The blade 
penetrated Whalen’s abdomen and he fell 


to the floor with the blood gushing from the 
wound inflicted. Jacob Grassmuck assisted 
the wounded manto hisfeet andthen gave 
the alarm. By this time 

GLEASON HAD MADE HIS BSCAPE. 

Whalen was removed in an ambulance to 
the City Dispensary. By this time his intes- 
tines were protruding and the man was un- 
egg wg from loss of blood. He was removed 
to the City Hospital where he lingered untl 
last night. There was at no time the 
slightest probabill of his recovery. The 
knife entered the abdominal cavity from the 
left side and severed several of the 

From the statements of witnesses the as- 
sault was unprovoked. Gleason virtually ad- 
mits this. e made no defense of his action 
when spoken to in his cell at the Four Courts 
this morning. He said he had nothing 
against the deceased ‘‘I had some 
trouble with Whalen in last 
June,’’ be said, ‘‘overacraps game in George 
Grasemucks’s "saloon. The next evenin 
Whalen attacked me with a scale-weight an 
cut me pretty badly in the head.

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POLICE INTERFERENCE Causes TROUBLE 
„ ATTHE FANNY PARNELL LEAGUE BALL. 


The Proprietor of the Bar aud His Assist- 
ants Arrested in the Midst of the’ Festivi- 
ties—Charged With Selling Liquor With- 
out a License—The Arrest Declared to Be 
Unjustifiable. 


ATORIUM Hall was last 

night the scene of a bail 

given under the auspi- 
ces of the Fanny Par- 

nell Leagne, and for a 

time everything pro- 

gressed smoothly and in 
the most satisfactory 
manner. The floor was 
covered with dancers, 
7 and joy was unconfined 
until nearly midnight. 
But by the time that the

N aaah plete change had taken 
aH — place, discord succeeded 
concord, and the dancers all seemed to have 
become suddenly possessed with the idea 
that they were Cinderellas, whose only safety | 
lay in hasty escape from the ballroom. The 
“music was silent, oaths and imprecations 
filled the air, one figure after another shot 
through the doorway as if impelled by some 
Irresistible power, and confusion worse con- 
founded reigned supreme. 

RAIDED BY POLICE. 

According to the statement made by Prof. 
Clark, the lessee of the Natatorium, upon the 
Police Department indirectiy and Sergt. 
Schuhmacher directly, rests the re- 
sponsibility for this unhappy ter- 
minati of what would otherwise 
have 1 most enjoyable and recherche 
entertainment. Prof. Clark says that Don 
Cahalin had purchased the bar and restaurant 
privileges for the evening, and had four bar- 
keepers hard at work supplying liquid re- 
freshments to the numerous guests. Clark had 
received an intimation that trouble might be 
expected from the police if the bar license was 
not all right, ana particularly warned 


Cahalin to have bis license transferred. This 
Was done, and no complication with the 
officers of the law was anticipated. None 
occurred until 11:80, after the night relief had 
gone on duty, and Sergt. Schuhmacher was in 
charge of the nightsquad. At tbe hour above 
named the Sergeant and a detail of officers 
entered the hall and arrested Cahalin and 
his’ bartenders for selling liquor without a 
license. Cahalin exhibited his transfer pa- 
pers, but they were dismissed from consider- 
ation as having no bearing on the subject, 
and inspite of vigorous protests he and his 
assistant Ganymedes were rapidly propelled 
toward the door, hustied into the hoodlum 
Wagon and driven to the Four Courts. 

Clark argued with Sergt. Schuhmacher, but 
failed to convince him that his conduct was 
unjustifiable. Glancing around the hail and 
moticing thata number of his guests were 
showing unmistakable symptoms of rage and 
indignation, hecame to the conclusion that 
the departure of the barkeepers and police- 

would be immediately succeeded 
something very like a free 
fight. Ue informed the Sergeant 
which was, however, refused him, and Schuh- 
macher departed with his detail and his cap- 
tives. 
A FREE FIGHT. 

No sooner had be left than events proved 
that Prof. Clark was a true prophet. It ap- 
pears that the Fanny Parnell League was not 
actuated by the spirit of bretherly love 

extent generally Geemed ad- 
in such  organizstions. There 
were two parties, one favcring Cahalin asa 
purveyor of solid and iiquid refreshments, 
and the other chammioning the cause of the 
society who had endeavored to secure the 
contract, but had been underbid by the in- 
carcerated liquor dealer. As soon as the biue 
coats left the building the two factions began 
to exchange hot words, the Cahalin advocates 
accusing the adhérents of the un- 
successful bidders of inspiring 
the raid, an imputation in- 
dignantly repelled by the latter. Few words 
were exchanged, as an appeal to blows was 
almost immediately taken, and in a very short 
time a smali-sized but industriously prose- 
cuted riot wasin full swing. Prof. Clark in 
Vain tried to persuade the combatants to 
cease, but his words were unheeded in the 
clamor and confusion, and it was not 
until he had seized 10 number 
of the most energetic belllgerents, run them 
to the door, and ejected them into the street 
that. quiet was again established. The ball, 
however, was a total wreck, all attemps to 
resume festivities falling flat. The fight was 
resumed sporadicaily on the pavement in 
front of the hall, but was brought to a sudden 
stop by the appearance ofa hoodlum wagon 
and a squad of police onthe scene, and the 
arrest of a number ot the purticipants, and it 
is alleged of several interested but innocent 
Bpectators. 
PROF. CLARK IS HIGHLY INDIGNANT 
at the conduct of Schuhmacher, and this 
morning made two complaints to Chief 
Huebler against him, one charging Pillegal ar- 
Test in regard to Cahalin, and the other of 
neglect of duty in refusing to give him police 
protection after having been informed of the 
necessity for it. Prof. Clark says that he never 
had any trouble before Schubmacher 
the beat. On Wednesday of 
an organization taking the 
the Horse Shoe Club had 
engaged the hall. Another organization bear- 
ing the same name, but entirely different as 
to membership, had givenentertainments in 
the hall during last winter, but as soon as 
Prof. Clark saw the class of people compos- 
ing the later society, he informed the police 
that several suspicious characters were mem- 
bers and asked that they be excluded fromthe 
Natatorium.

THE FEDERAL GRAND. JUR. 


Five Indictments Returned, and an Ad- 


journment Taken Until December 9. 


The Federal Grand-jury made a report this 
morning, and then adjourned with the consent 
of the court until December 9. Five indict- 
ments were presented, but three of them were 
not made public, as the persons against 
whom they were found have not 
yet been arrested. The Grand-jury ignored 
he indictment against Phillip H. Zepp, clerk 


tof the Circuit Court. Mr. Zepp was indicted 
by the last Grand-jury, charged with having 
sworn falsely as witness for Frederick W. 
Norsch, wio obtained minor papers to which 
he was not entitled. Mr. Zepp did go with 
him to the Court of Criminal Correction, 
to act as his witness, but Norsch made a 
statement in which he sald that when he and 
Mr. Zepp went into the court-room ‘Judge 
Noonan was not there. He was called from 
his private office and when Mr. Zepp intro- 
duced Prof. Norsch, Judge Noonan replied, 
Why, I know him better than you do. 

Prof. Norsch and Judge Noonan chatted for 
a while about a singing suciety to which they 
belonged, and other matters, and then 
he turned to ths clerk and told him 
to issue naturalization papers to Norsch. 
Prof. Norsch said positively that Mr. Zepp 
was not eworn or questioned, and did not 
make any statement whatever about his qual- 
ifications for citizenship. 

The Grand-jury heard this case and ignored 
the bill. Mr. Reynolds then entered a nollie 
23 as to the former indictment, and Mr. 

epp now has no charge against him, 

Tbe Grand-jury has done but little at this 
session so far, and the District Attorney has 
not presented as many cases as were ex- 
pected. Theold indictments were replaced 
by new ones which accorded in form with the 
rulings of the Court. Such holdover 
cases as were awaiting their action 
were disposed of but the large num- 
ber of election fraud cases which it was 
thougbt would be taken up did not materal- 
ize. Two of the indictments found this morn- 
ing were against Peter R. Morrissey and Vin- 
cent Wesniewiski, who were charged with 
swearing falsely as witnesses, in the Court of 
Criminal Correction, but these indictments 
were merely substitutes for ones found at the 
last session of the Grand-jury. 


Buying Indiana Gas Lands.

Chicago Gas Trust has in the last few days 
obtained absolute control of 40,000 acres of 
gas land In Indiana, and President Billings is

WOMEN’S INDIAN ASSOCIATION. 


Proceedings of the Tenth Annual Cenvention 
at Newark, N. J. 


NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 21.—Two hundred del- 
egates to the tenth annual convention of the 
Women’s National Indian Association assem- 
bied in the Third Presbyterian Church yester- 
day. Mrs. A. S. Quinton of Philadelphia pre- 
sided. In her address she said that fifteen 
tribes had been reached by the mission branch 
and that legislation for the benefit of the In- 
dians hag been commenced. The annual re- 
ceipts were §16,000, and the expenditures 
$12, 000 

Miss Kate Foote, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on National Indian Legislation, reported 
that more consideration had been given the 
question by Congress, and that the methods 
of agents had received closer investigation 
than hitherto. The cause of civilization 
among the Indians was being helped in every 
way. The removal of Indians to Indian 
Territory was steadily going on. 

Mrs. O. J. Hiles, State Secretary of the Wis- 
consin Indian Association, reported on the 
Indian legisiation in that State, where there 
are reservations. Much good work had been 
done for the Indians. 

United States Indian Commissfoner General 
Morgan made a lengthy address, in which he 
commended warmly the women’s organiza- 
tion. He told what great good had been ac- 
complished. He favored an additional con- 
gressional appropriation for Indian schools. 

Addresses were also made by Dr. William 
Hayes Ward, Dr. Holfield and a lady mission- 
ary, who had spent six years among the Da- 
kota Indiens.

Mary Bonney Rambault, 
Hamilton, N. Y.; President, Mrs. E. Quinton, 
Philadelphia; Vice-President, Sarah T. Kin 
ney; Corresponding Secretary, Miss Helen 
Foote, Philadelphia; Recording Secretary, 
Mrs. R. N. Taylor; Treasurer, Miss Anna NM. 
Bennett.

The greatest discouragements that 

the Executive Committee have encountered 
have come from this class. 

AS THE CANVASS PROGRESSED 
itbecame evident that New York was not 
nearly as anxious to secure the Columbus 
Jubilee as had been expected, and that in any 
case its strength had been greatly overesti- 
mated. Local jealousies have actuated many 
New England cities to take a stand against the 
metropolis. The feeling in favor of holding the 
World's Fairin the Mississippi Valley has de- 
prived New York of much of the support that 
its {friends had calculated upon, and the 
Southern movement in favor of Washing- 
ton made another inroad upon its anticipated 
constituency. Those who have closely looked 
Into the matter are unanimous in asserting 
that the prospects now indicate in the 
strongest manner the selection of some other 


city. 
„ NEW YORK APATHY. 


The losses of New York from outside in- 
fluence, important and difficult to overcome 
as they are, do not compare in significance 
and disastrous effect upon the candidature of 
that city with the apathy or open hostility of 
its own citizens as regards the plans of the 
committee endeavoring to obtain the support 
of all interests forthe World’s Fair. A cer- 
tain ® amount of apathy has been 
shown by St. Louis merchants, 
but this was solely due to. the 


fact that those who had not full information 
on the subject were of the opinion that New 
York wanted and could éasily obtain the fair. 
The indifference manifestea by many of the 
leading merchants of the latter city proceeds 
from an entirely different cause. The citi- 
gens have not entertainea the idea that the 
candidacy was hopeless, but have held off 
_ simply beeause they did not want the fair. 
Of course, inthe great majority of instances 
this feeling was tacitly and not openly ex- 

ressed, but it was manifested none the 
ess unmistakably. 

SOME STRIKING EXAMPLES. 

As an example of the sentiment among New 
York merchants, the letter written by Mr. 
Fletcher of the firm of W. H. Fletcher & Co., 
the largest importers of lace curtains in the 
country, to John Kennard may serve. Mr. 
Fletcher writes: ‘*We hope St. Louis may get 
the Worid’s Fair, if it. wants it. Real New 
Yorkers certainly do not want it here. A 
glance at the subscription lists will prove that 
ir. Fletcher is not alone in his opinion. R. 
H. Macy & Co., one of the largest . goods 
dealers in the country, subscribes $2,000, and 
Lord & Taylor give balf that amount. na B. 
Kendall, on behalf of the Bigelow Carpet Co., 
the importance of whichis known to the en- 
tire carpet trade, have put their names down 
for but $500, and R. Martin, acting forthe 
Hartford Carpet Co. has put down the same 
amount. The U. T. Belting & Packing Co. 
have donated but $1,000, and T. B. 
Schaaff, the largest manufacturers’ 
ngents of carpets and rugs in 
New York, have subscribed only $500. George 
E. Mamlin & Co., the only exclusive carpet 
jobbers in New Yor K, have not feit inclined to 
subscribe more than $500, and the strong firm 
of T. J. Keoency & Co., manufacturers’ 
agents for carpets and curtains, do not feel 
inclined to be more liberal. 

THERE 18 BUT ONE DEDUCTION 

to be drawn from these instances, which are 
only afew out of hundreds, and that is that 
the subscribers, who are among the most 
prominent business men of Gotham, do not 
desire to have the fair located in 
that city. Any one of the firms 
mentioned would gladly multiply their 
subscriptions by 50 or 100in any cause whose 
success they really desired, and their small 
donations prove that they are not simply in- 
different, but are opposed tothe location of 
the World’s Fair in New York. This state of 
affairs has had a most marked influence upon 
the St. Louis merchants, who believing that 
New York is out of the race, feel confident 
that by combined effortthey can secure the 
prize. They have therefore joined heart 
and soul with the Executive Committee, and 
are doing everything in their power, 
both by money and influence, to second the 
efforts of the committee. An erroneous im- 
pression has been allowed to go abroad as to 
the capacity of the New York botels. As 
proved by their condition at the present time, 
they inadequately accommodate the regular 
business trade. Cots are now being placed in 
the halls and mattresses spread on 
the pianos in the music rooms, and 
still many hundreds of guests are daily turned 
away because of the impossibility of accom- 
modating them. 

The Executive Committee has sent out sub- 
scription lists to a number of the leading 
wholesale and retail houses to be circulated 
among the employes, and already the most 
te ar results have been obtained. The

They 
complain that since the treaty was signed 
a large number of whites have e¢quatted on 
some of their best lands, even going so far as 
to erect shanties. The Chippewas want the 
government to oust the squatters until — 
have selected their lande iu severalt 
Through an interpreter Chief Shaw-Ros 
Kung said: ‘‘There is likely to be trouble 
unless the 1 uatters are immediately ejected. 

We are old, but not in our dotage and will not 
submit to the theft of our homes, The Great 
Father’s agents are not good men or they 
would notaliow the squatters to crowd the 
Indians back. We are entitied to justice and 
er vt have it.’

A MORE HOPEFUL VIEW. 


Wall Street’s Only Fear Based on 
Ideas of the Silver Question. 


Henry Clews this week largely turns his at- 
tention to the silver question, of which, ac- 
‘cording to the friends of the National Silver 
Convention, he gives a thorough Wall street, 
but decidedly mixed idea. His dircular is as 
follows: Tne general aspect of affairs in Wall 
street indicates improvement. The strin- 
gency in money is passing away. Funds are 


coming in freely from other centers to invest 
in tong loans, and there is no difficulty now ip 
ae ng money for six wonths on good col- 
ateral; matter of rates being comparatively 
unimportant so long ae the principal is secure 
against disturbanee for a prolonged period. 
Speculative tampering with the money 
market is, under these olreum, 
stances, ineffectual, and the ‘‘bears 
are abandoning tha kind of tactics. 
The ‘‘bear’’ side of the market appears to 
have concluded that little more is to be ac- 
complished on selling operations, and the 
stocks they have lately assailed are steadily 
recovering from their depression. The only 
exception to this rule is in the case of trust 
certificates, especially those of Cotton Oil. 
The situation of the railroads continues to im- 
prove. While the earnings are large there is 
no prominent element of disturbance, and 
thege is less fear of trouble on the part of 
reeks not included in the Northwestern and 
Union Pacific combination, as that is simply a 
joint ring arrangement for traffic and pas- 
sengers after all, and one that other roads can 
join if they find it desirable to do so. In re- 
spect to roads subject to laws of the State of 
Io wa, the recent utterances of Governor- elect 
Boies have had an assuring effect. His. ex- 
planation that he would approve 
of no measures tending to the con- 
fiscation of property’’ had a man!i- 
fest reference to the decision of Judge 
Brewer, affirming the right of the roadstoa 
fair remuneration on invested capital; and 
this attitude implies resistance to uny really 
oppressive reductions of rates. The trust 
‘*fancies’’ having been virtually eliminated 
from dealings after having so long absorbed 
the attention of the market, there will now be 
a fair chance for railroad stocks, which, fol- 
lowing so long a neglect, are in many cases 
obtainable at low prices considering their im- 
proved and still improving condition. 

The signs of increasing activity in the iron 
trade and in other industries are strengthened 
by the fact of an upward tendency in the 
prices of merchandise, which is direct evi- 
dence of an increasing demand for preducts. 
Indeed,it may be said that the general aspects 
of business at large are conducive to an in- 
crease of confidence and hope, and this feel- 
ing is likely to produce its usual effect in Wall 
street. 5

THE PRINCIPAL EXCEPTION 

to this hopeful outlook is found in the pros- 
pects of Congressional legisiation. The re- 

cent genera! stringency in money is likely to 
be urged by the silver faction in politics as 
calling for an increased issue of silver coin. 
From all we hear, the Western silver interest 
is marshaling ite forces to compel the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to increase the monthly 
coinage from two tothree or even four mil- 
lions per month, and the recent advance of 
two pence per ounce in the price of silver 
bullion is calculated to add a speculative mo- 
tive to the local commercial! one for insisting 
on inflation in this direction. This prospect 
is notan encouraging one.

FLAMING HIGH IN AIR. 


THE TOWER OF THE WESTERN UNION 
BUILDING IN NEW YORK ABLAZi. 


Topping Eleven Stories, the Firemen En- 
counter Great Difficulty in Throwing a 
Stream on the Structure—Almost a Panic 
Among the Sleeping Employes—The Fire 
Finally Subdued by the Efforts of the 
Department.

EW YORK, Nov. 21.— 
Be N At 3:50 a. m. a fire broke 
out in the Western 
Union building on the 
Hoor above the Asso- 
ciated Press offices. 
The tower was soon 
ablaze and flaming 
Ike a great torch in 
the night. A line of 
bose was hauled into 
the Associated Press 
office through the 
ourer windows from 
the street, nine stories 
below. Acompany of 
hook and ladder men 
climbed the stairs, all 
the elevators having stopped running. Mean- 
time the great tower with its flagpole and 
time ball, eleven stories above the payements, 
flamed higher and higher in its torch-like glare. 
Twousands of Western Union messages for 
months and years back were stored in the 
towerrooms. The fire reached these and the 
flames gained headway while the firemen were 
struggling to haul up hose lines. Three times 
the hose lines broke of their own weight 
while being pulled up with ropes. Away 
down inthe streets, Broadway and Dey, the 
flames were hissing impatiently, and at 4:15 
o’clock hundreds of faces were turned up- 
ward to view the scene, the red light ‘of the 


making them grotesque indeed. 
FRIGHTENED EMPLOYES. 
On the floor below the base of the tower 


sleep the women and girls who are employed 


in the restaurant of the building located on 
the eighth floor. They were awakened and 
cared for. At4:25a. n. nota drop ot water 
had been thrown on the fire, and the firemen, 
who were swarming the Associated Press 
offices and the floors above, doubted their 
ability to get water forced upto where the 
fire was creeping down the stairways to where 
the women were packing up their belongings 
preparatory to leaving, Out of the port holes 
of the slanting roof the fames were hurling 


to the outer air and darting in a vicious way 


from the murky smoke as it rolled outward. 


flame illuminating the upturned visages and 


to the street. Through these ceiling venti- 
lators the air sucked upward with a force that 
fanned the flames. Though the great building 
is of iron and brick, and the floors of stone 


and cement, the fire demonstrated how much 
wood a man is obliged to use in the construc- 
tion of a fire-proof building. 

A STREAM TURNED ON. 

At 4:40 a. m. the firemen succeeded in 
getting a stream of water up to the balcony 
where they were at work. The people in the 
Associated Press office and lu the gWestern 
Union operating-room were first advised of 
fire in the vicinity by the rapping of police 
clubs below in the streets an soon the 
clatter of engines and trucks which halted 
beneath. Then upthe stairs came a firemen 
to tell the inmates that fire was progressing 
above their heads. Hurriedly messengers 
climbed the spiral stairways tojthe dormitories 
of the women and aroused them. They be- 
haved splendidly, and though they employed 
great haste, there was not a shriek or a 
scream, though heavy smoke filled the narrow 
corridor and the street was eight floors below 
and not an elevator in operation.

SHROUDED IN SMOKE. 


PECULIAR CONDITION OF THE ATMOSPHERE 
AT CHICAGO THIS MORNING. 


The Air Heavily Saturated With Moisture 
anda Pall Hangs Over the Tewn—Un- 
founded Rumor of a Destructive Cyclone 
at Peoria — State of the Weather at 
Various Western Points—Indications for 
To-Day, General and Local. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 21.—A peculiar met- 
eorological condition existsin thiscity to- 
day.

THE SPOT FOR CAPITAL. 


SOME OF THE MANY ADVANTAGES OF A LO- 
CATION IN FORT 8MITH, ARK. 


A List of Business Enterprises Which Are 
Wanted There Immediately, and Which 
Are Sure of Success—Interesting Infor- 
mation About That Enterprising City— 
What Has Led to Its Growth. 


Special Correspondence of thé Posr-DisrATOu. 

Fr. SMITH, Ark., Nov. 19.—The city of Ft. 
Smith, Ark., has a population of about 18,000. 
It is situated on the Arkansas River, at the 
mouth of the Poteau River. The location is 
high and healthy. The banks of the Poteau 
and Arkansas Rivers on the opposite sides to 
the city are so much lower than the sides on 
which the city is located as to render inunda- 
tion impossible. The great majority of the 
inhabitants are American born. The next in 
number arethe Germans, the next the Irish. 
There are about one thousand negroes of all 
ages in the city. 

TIMBER. 

It is located in the midstofa finely timbered 
country. Prominent among the different 
yarieties of timber (of which there are up- 
wards of fifty kinds within a radius of fifty 
miles) are black walnut, white, red and post 
oak, pecan, hickory, sweet gum, cottonwood, 
white ash, yellow pine, locust and mulberry, 

In addition to this,it is in the midst ofa 
shaie clay field, which Prof. Brauner, the 
State Geologist, claims by a comparative an- 
alysis to be superior to the famous Akron (0.) 
clay for the manufacture ot vitrifled bricks 
and sewer pipe. The principal street of the 
city, 90 feet wide between the curb lines, is 
now being paved with brick made from this 
clay. 

COAL. 

Again, the county of Sebastian, in which 
Fort Smith is situated, is underlaid with coal 
varying in thickness from 80 inches to 8 feet. 
The coal is a seml-anthracite, almost smoke- 
less and free of sulphur; it contains from 75 to 
81 per cent of fixed carbon, An excellent 
quality of steam coal can be laid down la the 
city at 85 cents per ton. The percentage of 
fixed carbon of this coal is far greater than 
any coal in the country, excepting the an- 
thracite, which exceeds it only from 1 to 3 per 
cent. The Missouri, Kansas, Alabama and 
Pennsylvania (other than anthracite)has from 
44.5 to 59.6 per cent, In addition to the other 
coal a good gas coal is being mined within 
40 miles of the city. 

RAILROAD FACILITIES. 

The railroad and other facilities for get- 
ting in materials and shipping ont 
manufactured articles are excellent. 
The Poteau and Arkansas Rivers 
are navigable during a considerable 
portion of the year for small steamboats and 
rafts. The Frisco Railway south furnishes a 
direct line to Paris, Tex., where it connects 
with the whole Texas system of roads. The 
’Frisco road north gives a through connection 
into Northwest Arkansas, Missouri, Kansas 


and the Indian Territory. PP don, Migsouri 
Pacific system’s line . he Arkansas 
River Valley to OCoffeevſlle, Kan, con- 
necting with the Kansas systems, 
passing through the Indian Territory, 
connecting with the T. Road at 
Wagoner. The Little Rock & Fort Smith road 
running east connects at Little Rock with the 
Iron Mountain road to st. Louis. Two roads 
to Mem — the Valley Route to Arkansas 
City and the Iron Mountain route for Hot 
Springs and Texarkanna, The Missouri Pacific 
system is building a road to Guerdon, where 
it will connect with the St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain & Southern. Etghteen miles of the road 
is already bulit. The Frisco has built south 
to Mansfeld, thirty-five miles. The Kansas 
Oity, Fort Sinith & Southern is being fon go 
built south, destined for Sabine Pass o 


tion over competing lines of roads, insuring 
reasonable freight rates. 

Another very favorable condition of affairs 
to manufacturing is that there is a very large 
scope of country surrounding the eity which 
is comparatively new and in need of manu- 
factured articles of many descriptions. The 
country is rapidly settling up. 

SCHOOLS. 

The city has an admirable school system 
and the largest school fund of any city in the 
country. The school houses are worth 
fully $140,000. The school fund con- 
sists in cash loaned at 8 per cent 
and in a large quantity of unsold city lots. 
The sale of these lots, together with the fund 
on hand will make the school fund up to fully 
$500,000. In addition to the public schools 
there are two convents and one Lutheran 
school. 

CHURCHES. 

Nearly every denomination of Cpristians are 
here represented and have veryjcreditable 
church edifices. 

THE WHATHER. 

The average temperature during the past 
five years was 60 deg. The highest 102 deg. 
The lowest, January 3, 1887, 8 deg. below zero. 

WATERWORKS. 

The Fort Smith waterworks furnish an ex- 
cellent and suflicient quantity of water for 
drinking, fire and manufacturing purposes. 
A water which will not crust the boliers. 

GAS AND ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

The Fort Smith Gas-Light Co. furnish both 
gasand electric lights at reasonable rates, 
witb a plant sufficiently large to supply double 
the present demand. 

A complete sewerage system has just been 
completed, built with a view to meet the re- 
quirements of a growing city. 

BUILDING MATERIALS. 

Building materials are cheap and plentiful, 
Good, pine lumber can be nad for from 811 to 
$13 per thousand, excellent building stone for 
$l per perch of 164g cubic feet delivered in 
almost any part of the city; other materials at 
proportionate prices. 

STREET VARS. 

Street car lines run over the greater part of 
the city. Fort Smith has more miies of street 
car lines than any city of ite size in the South, 
and every year is adding to the number. 

THE PRODUCTS. 

The principal agricultural products have 
been cotton and corp, but this is rapidly 
changing, and wheat, oats, miliett, sorghum, 
fruits, grapes, berries and vegetables are rap- 
idly taking rank among the staples. 

INANCES AND TAXATION. 

Under the constitution of the State taxation 
is limited to 2 per cent. One-fourth of this 
can only be levied upon a vote of the people. 
The State, county, city and special school tax 
in this city for the present year is only 18 milie 
on the dollar,and that on an assessment of not 
to exceed 40 cents on the dollar of the true 
values, making the tax in reality only 72-10 
mills on the real values. 

MISCELLANEOUS,

DEATH BY ELECTRICITY. 


How the Deadly Currents Do Their Fatal 
Work—Medical Conclusions, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New Yorg, Nov. 2.—A reminder of the 
Feeks tragedy confronted the members of the 
Medico-Legal Society last evening. The 
larynx of the ill-fated lineman, preserved in 
alcohol and disclosing the deadly wire’s fatal 
work, was exhibited by Dr. P. E. Dolin, in 
illustration of a paper read by him on ‘‘The 

hology of Death by Electricity.’’ 

Dr. Dolin summed up his conciusions as fol - 
lows: ‘*The popular idea that the electri- 
cal current passes along the nerves and 

roduces shock by conducting the current 

© the brain is, as you are aware, fallacious. 
Our knowledge of the great electrical conduct- 
ive power of water and the experiments of 
Dr. Richardson, which show the still greater 
electrical conductive power of blood, would 
lead one to suppose—and, in fact, it is de- 

lieved by the Aer damage dane to the most 
vascular organsfotf the body—that the biood is 
the great conductor of electricity; and that in 
all cases of exposure to the electric current 
the blood is the first to suffer and the nerve 
centers and celis the last. Unquestionabiy 
our knowledge of the manner of death points 
out clearly that en death is not 
on the moment roduced by the 
shock of the eurrent it must be 
produced by the electric eurrent action (con- 
ducted by the blood) upon the ganglia of the 
heart, causing spasm of the heart muscle, 
emptying the ventricles, and abnormally 
foreibly propelling the — and fluid blood 
to the periphery. producing bhypere mio ecchy- 
mois ln the most vascular 9 — of the 
most vaseular organs. Where death ig not 
instantaneous it must be produced by dis- 
organization ofthe biood, interference with 
the circulation, causing congestion of some 
vital vaseular organ by engorgement. The 
lungs being the most vascular, death usually 
resuits from asphyxia, either through the un- 
oxygenited condition of the blood or hyper. 
emia or engorgement of that organ. 

Ia the discussion which ensaed the views 
advanced by Dr. Dolin were supported by 
Drs. Tuttle, Ingram and others. Secretary 
Batch asked Dr. Dolin about the effect likely 
to be produced through the Infiletion of the 
death penalty by electricity. Dr. Dolin re- 
plied that the immensity of the power of the 
machines constructed was such that the 
purely mechanical resuite would occasion 
death. It was possible with these appliances 
to drive the current of electricity through the 
tissues and destroy them. The amount of 
power to be employed was, however, clearly 
within the contro! of the electrician.

darit for appeal. 

Judge Woerner sat at the counsel table and 
opened a wonversation with Mr. Estes upon 
the matter. He seemed to be seeking for light 
on the question of appeal. For some time the 
conversation did not attract any attention. 
Wnen lawyera entered the court-room and 
spectators accumulated, the Judge went upon 
the bench. 

He read the statute with reference to ap- 

peals from final orders of his court, and 

weragted to know if it was not obligatory on 
him grant appeal. Mr. Estes said that ap- 
peal might be allowed with reference to the 
transfer af property of the ward, but not on 
the question of the transfer of the person of 
the ward. She had a right under 
the statute to choose a guardian. 

She had repudiated Jobn G. Taylor and had 

chosen W. H. Brouthers. Would the Court 

nullify her choice by permitting an appeal 
which might not be determined untli she be- 
came of age?

A CONSTANT SQUABBLE. 


THE SWEENEY TRIAL BECOMING A PER- 
SONAL FIGHT BETWEEN ATTORNEYS, 


Judge Thayer Obliged to Call Time and Stop 
ea War vf Words—Heaps of Personal 
Abuse—Local Celebrities and Politicians 
on the Staasd—Peculiar Court Methods 
Revealed. 


0-DAY the docket of the 
election fraud cases 
was again taken up in 
the United States Dis- 
trict Court. As was 
anticipated, Judge 
Thayer yesterday 
quashed the counts in 
the indictment against 
James Sweeney, which 
charged he had aided 
Jeremiah O’Brien and 
Albert Jones in ob- 
taining, fraudulently, 
naturalization certifi- 
cates. Sweeney’s trial 
proceeded on the counts which charged that 
he acted as witness for Wm. Blase, James 
Buckley, and Olaus Marseau, who obtained 
minor papers to which they were not 
entitled. The proof that he acted in the ca- 
pacity of witness is not strong. Each one oftne 
three men last named testified that Sweeney 
accompanied them tothe Court of Criminal 
Correction to act as their witness, but that he 
was notsworn, and no questions were asked 
of him. Deputy Clerk Wm. L. Fitzgerald of 
the Court of Criminal Correction could not re- 
member the individual cases, but testified 
that in every case the witnesg was sworn by 
him and the required oath was administered 
to the applicant by him. By reference to the 
record ofthe court and certain memoranda 
in hie oon hand-writing Mr. Fitzgerald said 
he was positive that Sweeney was the witness 
for the three,applicants and that he was sworn 
three times. 
There was one peculiarity about the 
FAILURE OF THE GOVERNMENT 
tosustain Mr. Fitzgerald’s testimony. The 
three applicants, Biase, Buckley and Mar- 
seau, had a clear recollection of going to 
court with Sweeney, of being in court with 
him, and of other facts less material 
in the ease, but of the cere- 
mony of naturalization—the oath-taking, 
the questioning by the judge, etc.— 
they have no recollection. Men who arrived 
in this country when 85, 40 and 45 years old 
obtained minor papers on somebady’s repre- 
sentation that they arrived here three years 
before reaching their majority. Sweeny went 
to court with them, wags in court 
with them-——then there is a break in 
their recollections—and they were naturalized. 
That break is at the important point, at 
the critical point in theirtestimony. They do 
not say Sweeney was not withthem. Theydo 
not say he was not sworn and examined 
touching their right te be naturalized as minor 
arrivals, but they do not remember that he 
was, and they did not hear his oath taking nor 
his examination. 

The defense opened the taking of testimony 
yesterday afternoon and Mayor Noonan, E. 
Babcock and Henry Teiner were heard on the 
subject of Sweeney's reputation. 

LAWRENCE HARRIGAN, 
late Appraiser of this port, wasthe first wit- 
ness placed onthe stand. Mr. Harrigan said 
he knew Mr. Sweeney to be a saloon-keeper. 
Had heard through the papers he had vio- 
lated the Sunday law, and by hearsay 
that he fought chickens occasionally. He 
never heard that Sweeney was a bad man, or 
that he violated any other law than the Sun- 


* law. 
„ Clay Sexton, ex- Oity Collector, also testi - 
fied to the character of Sweeney. He 
always paid his taxes, and the only 
thing he heard against his character 
was that he kept his saloon open on Sunday. 
Mr. Reynolds tried to get Mr. Sexton to state 
that Sweeney wasashady politician and a 
owerful factor in ward polities. The de- 
lende objected to these an g, but the 
objections were overruled and Mr. Sexton 
said he did not know that Mr. Sweeney was a 
politieian of shady methods. 

Michael Moran, Superintendent of the 
Union Line car stables, another witness for 
the defense, seid he and his family boarded in 
Sweeney's house during the summer, and if 
that gentleman bore any other than a good 
reputation he oertainly would notallow his 
family to remain in his house.

A FREIGHT CAR FAMINE. 


Great Difficulty Anticipated in Moving the 
Corn Crop. 


Tne local receivers and shippers of grain are 
very much exercised over the present scarcity 
of freight cars, and still more troubied over 
the prospects for the next two months. The 
corn men, especially, do not know 
where to turn. The crop has 
scarcely begun to move, and already 
great difficulty has been experienced in ob- 


taining cars. Of those entering the city a 
large mararity are billed through tothe East, 
and for the rest there is very sharp competi- 
tion. Before December 1 over 1,000,000 bu 
of corn will arrive in this city 
and during December and Janua 
the receipts will be far larger than during this 
month. What ean be done with all this grain 
is a question that is puzzling, both the grain 
men and the railroad freight agents. Never 
in the history of the city has there been such a 
rush of freight to the Hast. 
IMMENSE SHIPMENTS. 

Not only grain is moving in large quantities, 
but every speoles of agricultural product is in 
most unusdal demand. An agent of one of 
the leading railroads said that there had 
never been such a freight-carffamine, and 
this not only because there had been an 
unusually large Eastern movement in grain 
but also on accountof the tremendous deman 
for freight of other classes. In one day over 
five hundred car Joads of potatoes had arrived 
in Chicago, and nearly three bundred car- 
loads of cabbages. This is but an instance of 
what has been done In this city, 

The question ig frequentiy asked why the 
cars that gre sent East cannot be at once re- 
turned. he explanation given is that the in- 
terstate commerce bill does not allow the 
old-fashioned cutting of rates, and that in or- 
der to secure business the different lines had 
been obliged to enter into contracts 
with shippers, permitting them to retain their 
cars on the track and utilize them as store- 
houses. This has necessarily caused a freight- 
ear famine which it will be bard to overcome. 
The reason given for the enforcement of the 
demurrage rules ie that they are necessary to 
prevent a partial stoppage of pusiness.

RIVALBT TO THE DEATH, 


Terrible Shooting Scrape Between Two 
Hardware Traveling Salesmen. 


A telegraph account of a shooting occurring 
ina hardware store at South Fredonia, Ky., 
in which D. E. Jensen, said to be a traveling 
salesman for a St. Louis hardware house, was 
killed, was published this morning. The per- 
son doing the shooting was E. 8. Tressler, 
said to represent a Cincinnati house in the 
same trade. The shooting occurred in 
the hardware store of D. B. Fer- 


guson, at South Fredonia. Jensen 
and Tressler handle the same trade, and there 
Bas been considerable rivalry and ill-feeling 
between them. Day before yesterday they 


met in Ferguson’s store and, words ensuing, 


the lie was passed and a quarrel preeipitated. 
Pistols were drawn simultaneously, but 
Tressler was the quickest and fired first, hut 
missed bis aim. Jenson fired, striking Tress- 
lerinthe shoulder. Seven shots were fired, 
when Jensen fell forward on his face, 
* unded in the breast, abdomen and thigh. 
He died in afew moments. Tressler was shot 
In the shoulder and head, but is not believed 
to have been fatally injured. 

A Post- DISPATCH reporter this morning en- 
deavored to locate Jensen, but could find no 
trace of him, so thatthe statement that he is 
a &t. Louis man is possibly a mistake. 
At the headquarters ofthe Western Commer- 
cial Travelers’ Association nothing was known 
ofhim. It was stated elesewhere that he was 
employed by the Simmons Hardware Co., but 
this was Jenied at that company’s office. In- 
quiry was also made of the Shapleigh and 
Witte and other hardware companies, but 
nothing was known of him.

TRACKS ON PARK AVENUE 


THE CITIZENS TAKING A HAND IN THE PEO- 
PLE’S ROAD FIGHT. 


Differences of Opinion Over the Park Ave- 
nue Franchise—Property Holders Want 
Tracks and Improvements—How Matters 
Stand—Mayor Noonan on Scale Tickets— 
Municipal Matters. 


HE citizens living along 
Park avenue, west of Mis- 
sissippiavenue, are tak- 
ing some active.interest 
in the improvement of 
the street, and especially 
of that portion of it lying 
west of Ohio avenue. 
From Ohio avenue to 
Grand the street is in an 
unimproved condition, 
and the citizens want the 
. city to take holdof the 
— matter immediately. 

The subject was brought up through the 
lawing of the temporary tracks of the People’s 
Railway Co. on Park avenue under a special 
permit by the Mayor. The citizens gow want 
the tracks to be made permanent and the 
street to be improved. 

A meeting was held last night at the corner 
of Park and Compton aveuues, at which a ma- 
jority of the property owners on the street 
were present. A committee of ten was se- 
lected to decide upon a course of action to be 
followed. Mr., Charles Green, President of 
the People’s road, was present and said he 
would keep the usual amount of space around 
his tracks in good repair, and do his share in 
the matter. ‘ : 


The committee of ten met this morning at. 


the office Mr. Paul Bierman and 
deeided to walt upon the Board of 
Public Improvements to-morrow and submit 
the proposition with the sigmatures and 
approval of she majority of the property 
owners. 

There is a question still unsettled as to Mr. 
Green’s rights to lay permanent tracks on 
Park avenue and the whole question hinges 
on the validity of the franchise of the old 
Park Railway Co. The franchise in the course 
of time was bought by the People’s Railway 
Co. and held iu reserve to be put into opera- 
tion as soon as the conditions became 


favorable. One ot the conditions 
under which the franchise was granted was 
that the road should be built as soon as Park 
avenue was improved to Grand avenue. Thie 
the Council claims has n done, although 
others question it, and to prevent the con- 
struction of the road the ordinance granting 
the franchise was repealed on November 
8 by the Oouncil. The bill repealing this 
ordinance has not yet passed the House and 
is still in the hands of the Rallroad Committee 
ofthat body. Mr. Charles Green, President 
ofthe People’s road and the Park Railway 
Co., has always claimed and still 
holds thatthe company has done nothing to 
invalidate the franchise, and that it is still as 
valid as it was the day it was passed. In the 
event of the franchise being repealed by the 
Municipal Assembly the matter will be re- 
ferred to the courts. 

The citizens living on Park avenue arein 
favor of a track out that street, and 
are siding with the railroad company 
in this case. They argue that a single track 
out Park avenue connecting with the People’s 
road at Grand avenue and at Mississipppi 
avenue would be of great benefit. 

As the matter stands now Mr. Green says he 
will not give up his Park avenue franchise. 
The Council says he must, and the House of 
Delegates and the Mayor are stillto be heard 
from.

About Bogus Scale Tickets. 


Mayor Noonan this morning said be had de- 
cided to take immediate steps in the matter of 
settling up the illegal scale ticket business. 
He said: ‘‘l nave been thinking the 
matter over and will now write to 


all owners of private scales whose weighers 
have been issuing these illegal tickets, and 
inform them that my approval of all the ap- 
pointments and bonds are withdrawn. Then 
they will have tocomein and have me reap- 
prove any weighers they may desire to appoint 
and in this way can weed out the 
worst ones by refusing to approve either the 
men or their bonds. We have a lot of about 
thirty scales now from which bogus tickets 
have been issued, all of these will be informed 
of the withdrawal of the Mayor’s ap- 
But this will not rem- 
evil to any great extent 
as the whole trouble lies in the city not having 
control of the scales. As it is now there is no 
way of stopping the frauds which are being 
constantly perpetrated. Even if the weigher 
is honest all he can do is to weigh 
the wagons as they come to him, 
givethem the regular ticket and let them 
go, but he can do nothing to prevent the coal 
dealers from playing some of their many 
tricks. Take one for instance: A dealer in 
the morning sends down from the rallroad 
yards to his retail yards a big two-horse 
wagon load, the wagon filled up to its utmost 
capacity. This he bas weighed on the 
way down tothe retail yards. When it gets 
there several bushels are thrown off, still 
leaving a good wagon load, which is delivered 
to the purchaser on the original ticket. 
Now wa I see of 
practices is to

city employes under bond in charge of them, 
make a severe penalty for any crookedness, 
and put an inspector over the whole lot of 
them, with authority to gather up tickets here 
and there as he sees fit and have the wagons 
re- weighed if he suspects anything. By this 
eens, much of the evil could be done away

An ordinance may be introduced later 
making some very material alterations in the 
regulations of city scales.
